In view of their small numbers, they are avoiding heavy 
engagements.

If they can cut the railway and hang on in that area, the 
Soviets will be unable to get reinforcements and sup- 
plies through to the Petsamo Front. 


Meanwhile, on the Petsamo Front, 
the Russians have completely lost the 
initiative and are practically in a 
state of siege. 

A Finnleh officer who has just 
returned from that area roports 
that at least 150 Soviet tanke are 
snow-bound, and In many cases 
the Finns found thelr crews 
frozen to death inside.

In spite of this, the scheme had in- 
herent disadvantages which no amount 
of goodwill could overcome, and in 
consequence the Fleet Air Arm be- 
came€ part of the Royal Navy, living for 
the most part in aircraft carriers and 
in the larger warships. 

As the speaker said, there is a great 
deal of close co-operation in certain 
parts of the coast between the R.A.F. 
and the Navy, as witness the defence 
of a convoy some weeks ago, when the 
Navy called on the R.A.F., who came 
out to shoot down seven of twelve at- 
tacking Nazis and to drive off the re- 
mainder. — British Wireless.

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“HITLER-GREAKS’’- 


By- Dr. Rauschning- 


EAGLE’S EYRIE 


For years now, Hitler has spent 
efar of his time at the Obersalzberg, 
his “home” near Berchtesgaden. Visi- 
tors came and went; they came by 
command, summoned with threats. A. 
mew and remarkable political method 
made its appearance. Germany and 
the world looked on passively while 
Hitler-thoew.to the.winds all the rules 
of diplomacy. The ruler of the coun- 
try stayed on his mountain in remote 
southern, Bavaria; . the administrative 
machine and the foreign diplomats had 
to make the best of this hindrance to 
thelr labours. 

The mountain seat grew into a re- 
markable building, in which boys’ 
dreams or the fantastic ideas of de- 
tective story writers found concrete 
tealisation.. Bavarians were reminded 
of their romantte King Ludwig II, with 
his fairyland castles, his isolation, and 
his final madness. In a rocky ravine, 
concealed and shut off from the world, 
a lift ‘rises several hundred yards. It 
leads to a glass-walled building, hid- 
_den away in the rocky wilderness of 
the Bavarian mountains, looking across 
to the Watzmann. Here, high above 
the world, far beyond reach, the Ger- 
man Fuehrer sits enthroned. It is his 
eagle’s eyrie. Here he looks out to 
eternity. Here he challenges his acon. 

He feels he should never have to 
leave this place. He ought to give his 
commands from this solitude, like a 
god {n the clouds. From here, where 
nobody disturbs him, his glass-walled 
house in the mountain, his eagle’s 
eyric. The reports he needs should be 
sent to him here. He would rule from 
here. 

But need he go on plaguing himself 
with all this detail?’ Is it his business 
to carry on an administration? Let the 
others see to all that. He must keep 
himself free for the great decisions. 
Why must he wage war? He is over- 
come with weariness. He thinks now 
fairly frequently of death. 

He remembers his “Testament.” It 
provides for everything. Ho will live 
on in that, even if he {s now to die. 
The thought of the testament is a re- 
tief to him. The things still to be done 
are contained in it. His young com- 
rades will carry them ‘out. For them 
the testament will be sacred. 

This testament provides for the 
building up of the Order, the definitive 
framing of his National Socialist Party 
Order. It names his successors. He 

. thinks with hatred of Goering. To yield 
his place to that man. But there is no 
way out of it. It will not be for long. 
Goering will not live long. 

The testament contains the plan of 
the Reich, the structure of the new 
Greater Reich, its Constitution, and the 
new “Declaration .of Rights.” This 
Constitution is to be proclaimed in 
Versailles, after the victories. It is 
to be proclaimed. with .the new per- 
petual peace, at the end of the war. 
‘This testament contains the internal 
organisation of his Reich, the social 
statute, and the new economic system. 
And this testament contains, last and 
highest of all, the religious revelation, 
the first tentative sentences of the new 
Holy Book which he will confer on 
the world, if he lives. 

But he will not live. He feels that he 
will not. He has been marked down 
by death. Others will have to complete 
his work. 

He is filled with ‘anguish. The feel- 
ings of happiness that were uplifting 
him only 2 moment before have gone. 
Traps are being set for him, am- 
bushes. He hears whispering that stops 
as he approaches. People look more 
and more curiously’at him. They are 
discussing him. What can these people 
want to say about him? They are not 
joking; they all have a sinister look. 
These people are up. to something. 

And his. old opponents? Are not 
these more numerous than ever? Are 

_ they not raising their heads again, 
with impudent daring? Those officers 
and Junkers, in whose presence he al- 
ways felt a little uncomfortable, those 
conceited Officials, those unimaginative 
industrialists. 

And the masses? They are beginning 
to elude bim. He notices it. His unfail- 
" Ing sense is not to be deceived. The 
people have no determination now; 
theysare weakening. And how. is he. to 
wage war now—with this sort of hu- 
man ‘material? ; 


Suddenly his problems begin to press 
him: they are beginning to be Inde- 
pendent of him. He used himself to be 
the one to push on; now everything 
has begun to take charge. He is being 
carried away. He is- only able with 
difficulty to keep on his feet. And sud- 
denly all the problems are pressing at 
once! He no. longer. has .any freedom 
of decision. These deadly problems 
have acquired a will of _ their 
own, | They . are draggin: 
him the way he does not want to go. 
Must he now carry out the things he 
has passionately fought against? Is he 
not being carried along, step by step, 
in the opposite direction to the one he 
meant to take? 

Really, has he achieved anything? 
Will not everything collapse when he 
is no longer at the head? If only he 
had introduced his Constitution, if only 
he had carried his statute into law. 
Now nothing will go down to pos- 
terity. His successors. will mutilate and 
falsify everything, they will trample 
on his memory and befoul it, just as 
he did .with.fls.. predecessors, and his 
opponents. Nothing of his will remain, 
except a few bulldings us curiositics. 
The buildings! Perhaps after all he 
was no more than an architect, and all 
the rest was just a roundabout way 
of enabling him to bulld—him, the 
stumped candidate for entry into the 
school of architecture! 

Grotesquely devious life’s path! 

He has really done nothing that has 
permanence. Everything will be tran- 
sitory like a confused morning dream. 
He knows the masses well: enough. He 
has lived among them. He has been 
too close to them not to despise them 
for all time. 
despise him. With all: the breathless, 
panting greed of the stunted, they will 
take their revenge for having once be- 
lieved in him and acclaimed him—a 
man no better than themselves. Just 
a guttersnipe like themselves. A gut- 
tersnipe who pushed himself up by 
fraud where he had no place. They 
yelled the loudest in his praise; now 
they will be the first to stone him. 
Their women will spit at him. They 
will shriek for his execution — or 
would, if he were not already long 
dead. 

Is he’ not’ déad already? Is he not 
just dreaming all this? He grows faint. 
His life was a feverish dream. He will 
be called the great culprit. He has 
achieved nothing, except destruction. 
The foundation on which he meant to 
build has suddenly disappeared. It is 
all a phantasm. Where now is his new 
Reich? Are not Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia falling away already? Can he 
stop them? Has he not dug a cleft for 
all time between the Reich and Aus- 
tria? ‘Where is the Constitution, the 
new Gau (regional) structure, by 
means cf which he intended to extir- 
pate the memory of, the historic past, 
of the princes? Where is the Greater 
German Union, that federalisation un- 
der Germany of all Europe? What is 
becoming of his social system, his 
army? ‘ 

Doubts and apprehensions clutch at 
his throat. He is hoarse again. He feels 
his pulse. He is afraid. The threads are 
closing round him. “I do not want to 
die!” Sweat breaks out on him.-He 
shivers. The prophecy, the last horos- 
cope! He threw that warning to the 
winds. 

The solitude. oppresses him. He ‘is 


in terror of it. Something frightful is |. 


closing in on him. He must get into 
company. He must: do something, any- 
thing. Anything but think! Find some- 
thing to do—at once.

You may be tempted to dismiss the 
problem as not your business, but as 
the inevitable accompaniment of 
poverty, ignorance and the bad living 

habits of people with whom you do 


‘| not associate. But a high death-rate is 


everybody's business. Apart from com- 
passion and public spirit, the problem 
does affect you personally, for infection 
is no respecter of persons, and your 
own life would be happier, and less 
expensive to maintain, if the menaces 
to health could be reduced. Most peo- 
ple have come at some timé face to 
face with the tragedy of disease—re- 
latives or friends unaccountably 
stricken and their lives brought to a 
premature end. There is no escape 
from communal responsibility: or, if 
there is, self-preservation insists upon 
our concerning ourselves. 


Of the diseases which take toll of 
the Hong Kong population, the most 
damaging is Tuberculosis. This also 
is probably the most frequent agent 
of tragedy. In order to demonstrate 
how serlous the menace is, it Is desir- 


able to give a few figures. During the 


years 1936, 1937 and 1938, denths in 
Hong ' Kong attributed to the disease 
ner respectively 2,416, 4,028 and 
4,920, 


In?the same period, the proaeruch 
of deaths from Tuberculosis to every 
thousand deaths from all causes has 
risen from 92 in 1936 to 127 in 1938, 


:The statistics so far available for the 


current year show 
rate, 

Now, what can we do about this? 
First, let us consider the causes of 
Tuberculosis. ~ : 


First and foremost comes malnutri- 
tion. In the main, this is due to poverty 
resulting from low wages from a 
flooded labour market and: to incapa- 
city from ill-health due to under and 
Improper feeding—a vicious circle 
thus being created. But, you may say, 
quite a number of.wealthy people 
who_ are. well. fed. become __.intected. 
True. But it is necessary to realise 
that malnutrition does not . always 
mean inadequacy of food. Physical 
weakness also results from eating the 
wrong foods—through ignorance of 
more nutritious kinds of. food, or 
through. prejudice, as in the case. of 
the ‘unwillingness of urban ‘com- 
munities to eat unpolished rice, which 
would protect against beri beri, Lack 
of sleep also reduces the resistance: 
it has a greater effect on health than 
people realise. Much mischief is, also 
caused by over indulgence in strenu- 
ous games. 


After malnutrition, which lowers the 


an even higher 


-| individual resistance to Tuberculosis 


and prepares the soil, as it were, for 
infection, comes contact with actual 
cases of the disease. 

. Here, it-should be made clear that 
the bulk of the’ cases of Tuberculosis 
met with in. Hong Kong -are due to 
what is called the human strain of the 
germ. Tuberculosis in cattle is uncom- 
mon in:-Hung Kong, and the law relat- 
ing to compulsory:.. pasteurisation, 
which came into. force on the Ist 
April, 1939, serves as a safeguard 
against such milk-borne infection.

(5) failure to’ recognise, - isolate and 
treat cases of the disease in time. 
And now what about the prevention 
and cure? The: traditional urpiuments 
are that malnutrition is largely an 
economic problem. Overcrowding is 
so large and difficult a question that to 
begin here and neglect other measures 
would produce very slow results. 
To attempt to compel quick reform 
by legislation would probably be re- 
sented and resisted. Compulsory {sola~ 
tion in sariatoria would not appeal— 
even if sanatoria were aydilable. But, 
pending.some of. these meagites and 
provisions, there is much that can be 
done at once. Here {fs where: “yee can 
help: 


(1) Ventilate your “houses and let 
the sun in. Even the broken pane can 
be a blessing in disguice. 


(2) Avoid close contact ‘with infect- 
ed people. In the home, adopt the in- 
dividual dish, basin, spoon, etc. Forbid 
the kissing of children by infected 
persons. . 


(3) Eat nourishing food. 


(4) Get plenty of sleep and enone 

daily exercise. |. 

(5) At sport never permit Soureell to 
become exhausted. 

(6) Do not spit except into latrines, 
drains or spittoons. Exicoursge others 
to follow your example, in this. To 
hurt their feelings a little-is better 
than letting them infect others. : 

(7) Encourage early detection, iso- 
lation and treatment of cases of 
Tuberculosis, . especially .- of adults. -.....-. 


The Tubercle germ is a treacherous 
enemy: it lurks in damp, dark . and 
dirty places; consequently, it. follows 
that there is much Jess chance of its 
surviving and causing further havoc if 
every effort is made . to -keep, rooms 
flushed with sun, fresh air and soap 
and water—all of which constitute re- 
latively cheap means of protection in 
the hands of every person.: :

London, December 8. 


NOW SERVING with the British Navy: are two Polish 
submarines, the Orzel (Eagle, in English) and the Wilk, 
which slipped out of the Baltic while German and Russian 
warships were hunting them. The Wilk reached England 


without incident. 


The Eagle’s escape is described by General Sikorski, 
Polish Prime Minister, as “one of the epic deeds of our time. "

Now the hunt for the Eagle was 
on in earnest. Both the Nazis 
and the Russians were keen to 
catch her, for she was the pride 
of the Polish submarine service. 

As her maps and charts had been 
taken the task seemed easy. All that 
young Grudzinski had to guide him 
was a book with listed navigating 
lights in the Baltic. But he was de- 
termined to get to England and to 
fight with the British Navy. 

By day the Eagle dare not surface,

The mainland of Western, Europe, 
once inhabited by the French, Ger- 
mans, Italians, and Spanish, has long 
since been colonised, and every vestige 
_of its past civilisation swept away. 

But the damp British’ climate has 
not attracted the peoples of the East 
for nearly a thousand years, since its 
last wretched inhabitants’ starved to 
death amid the ruins of their once 
noble cities. 

The English recorded their lives and 
achievements upon paper so flimsy 
that every vestige has perished in the 
perpetual dampness of the island, and 
their inscriptions upon metal and stone 
are of the poorest quality.

An extremely rusted iron tablet was. 


found twelve miles south-west of Lon- 
don. Its inscription has been deci- 
phered by Dr. Shangul, of Aduwa Uni- 
versity, as “KEEP OFF THE GRASS,” 
and it is now lodged in the Royal Col- 
lection at Addis Ababa. 

The rectangular column of stone in- 
scribed “PECKHAM 3 MILES” can be 
seen in the Imperial Museum of 
Afghanistan. . : 

The only other inscription found in 
England raised great hopes, but it 
proved to be the greatest disappoint- 
ment of all.

I went to tea with her to-day. She 
lives upon the pigeons that fall dead 
from the Nelson Column in Trafalgar 
Square. She cooks them over a fire 
which she keeps blazing with Dutch 
masterpieces upon the stone floor of 
the entrance hall, She dislikes Dutch 
masterpieces and enjoys the fire as 
much as she does the pigeons. 

But there is no time for anecdote. 
I must write my story, plainly and 
simply, while I have the strength and 
sufficient light to see by.

“You will remember the eclipse of 
the sun on February 12-this year.

“Gentlemen, the moon wus twelve 
seconds late. Not only was it late, 
ae the cause was definitely establish- 
ed. 

"Some gigantic force has disturbed 
the moon from the path that it has 
pursued from the dawn of time; it has 
slowed up the moon’s progress through 
space and forced it upon a journey to- 
wards the earth. 


“It was ascertained that the moon 


is returning to the earth at the steadily 
increasing speed of cight miles in 
every twenty-four hours, 

“The moon, as you are aware, was 
normally at an average distance of 
250,000 miles from. the earth. To- 
night, at midnight, it is only 217,500 
miles away; to-morrow night it will be 
470 miles nearer and each night it is 
drawing closer at a speed increasing 
by eight miles per day.

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chances of survival are dependent up- 
on the severity of the impact. If it is 
no more than a slight ‘graze” then we 
may reasonably hope that life, even

“We can assume that the shock 
would displace the earth but not its 
atmosphere.

Seven months of life remained to 
me and the rest of the world/~ two 
hundred days, How ought I to change 
my mode of Ife to get the best from 
those precious remaining hours? 

I could not risk divulging the Secret. 

No, I must do my duty by carrying 
on exactly as if nothing had happened. 

Had I known of the things that lay 
ahead of me I believe that I should 
never have returned by train to my 
home that night. I believe that I 
should have gone down the hillside to 


the River Arun and died while there - 


still remained distinction between life 
and death.

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IFLE shooting is a branch of 
sport that conveys Httle to the 
man in the street. Even the Volun- 
teer, who is expected to know some- 
thing about a rifle and who fires a 
classification annually, very often 
fails to appreciate the -real enjoy- 
ment to be derived from an afternoon 
on the range, ; .

As one 
hand put it, there is,no more enjoy- 
able way of spending a lazy afternoon 
than at these shoots. 

Firing commences shortly before 
two v’clock and on the afternoon I 
attended, although some 80 people 
participated, there. was little delay 
as 20 targets were in use.

frst shot can be adjudged a “sighting 
shot" if he so desires. This means 
that only seven shots count towards 
his score, For example if a man 
scores a.“bull” with his first shot, the 
chances are he will “take” it and only 
fire a further six shots. If it is a 
“maggie” or an “outer” he will pro- 
bably name it a sighting shot and 
his next seven rounds all count. 
Scores are five points for a “bull,” 
four for an “inner,” three for a 
“maggie? and two for an “outer.” 
. As a rule there are three practices, 
one each at the 300, 500 and 600 
yards’ ranges. 
* * * 
ITS are signalled by means 
of a system of black squares on 
a white board which is raised as the 
target is lowered for the shot to be 
marked. A “bull” is indicated by a 
square In the bottom right hand cor- 
ner, an “inner by a square in the 
bottom left-hand corner, a “maggie” 
top. right and an “outer” top left. 
Whilst the man sharing one’s tar- 
get is.firing, by means of field-glasses 
one is able to note the 


position of 
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one’s shot which is marked by a 
small patch of white or black paper 
pasted over the bullet-hole. 

Keen shots keep a chart of the 
positions of their shots and are thus 
able to estimate wind allowances and 
generally make corrections on sub- 
sequent ranges. 

Not the least fascinating aspect of 
rifle shooting is’ its uncertainty. A 
man may be in faultless form one 
week and “all over the place” the 
following week, 

There {s a system of handicapping 
which is rather like golf. I think the 
maximum handicap, computed on a 
minimum of three cards turned in, Is 
14 and this is reduced as the 
marksman wins handicap spoons.

fore able to win quite a collection of

U.S. SALE OF
